REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-1 1 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
radio frequency detector array for use with a magnetic resonance imaging system, 
wherein a combination of each respective array element, at least one corresponding 
capacitor and the ground plane forms a resonator that resonates at a selected 
frequency and the combination being adaptable for a plurality of field strengths, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 12-17 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
magnetic resonance system, wherein a combination of each respective array element, 
at least one corresponding capacitor and the ground plane forms a resonator that 
resonates at a selected frequency and the combination being adaptable for a plurality of 
field strengths, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
